It is often the case 
that one tunes in just.as the station is going off the air & as & result, @ minute of 
broadcasting is logged;.it is equally prevalent that @ station is signing on & quickly 
fades out, providing a minute of details, In these instances many DXers say ‘Well, 
what can you get during a minute of listening?" The answer is qQuie a lot, if, one knows 
what to listen for. If one has any kind of a fair "DX Bar" at all, owner's names, - 
names of announcers, s/off or s/on times, technical info, & wordéfor-word statements . 
can be logged. This shouli nave been the case in the WEN? report recently published, 
I must say that I myself was once guilty of such reports (as I am sure most of us have 
been at one time or another), due to the fact I did not log the aforementioned itens: 
during.s/offs or sjons. However, I made 4 detemined effort to correct the situation 
by training myself to be able to write down word-for-word statements that would be ver 
ifyable mterial. We camot do anything about the "WENT reports already sent, but we 
can surely do what I have tried to do - forget the poor reports & make an effort to. 
rectify the quality of our reports from now on. I might addi the above has proven suc- 
cessful, but an even better solution is one I found recently & wish I found before ~ & 
tape recorder. This is an invaluable aid for quoting s/off/on announcements & by send- 
ing a tape to the station, for proving wfmore conclusive evidence one's reception. 
There are some who will still shy away from sending short reports; that is up to them.
